ANNUAL REPORT OF SERVICE TO ANIMALS 


February 1, 1966 — January 3l, 1967 


N RETROSPECT, 1966 was a monumental year in the 
field of animal protection. It was a year of reaffirma- 
tion and re-dedication as the humane movement in 
America celebrated its one hundredth anniversary. To 
recognize the centennial, the U. S. Post Office Depart- 
ment issued a commemorative stamp with appropriate 
ceremonies in New York City, the birthplace of animal 
welfare in this country. Also, in recognition of the found- 
ing of the American SPCA in 1866, The American Hu- 
mane Association held its 90th annual convention there. 
And climaxing the centennial year, The American Hu- 
mane Association on November 28, dedicated its new 
National Humane Center in Denver. 

Much has transpired during the organized humane 
movement’s First Century since Henry Bergh’s first 
anti-cruelty law was adopted. Laws have been added at 
the federal, state and local levels to secure additional 
protection for the abused and neglected. Significantly, 
in 1966 Congress enacted Public Law 89-544, the so- 
called animal dealer law, to help curb the interstate 
traffic in stolen pets. As passed, the law also establishes

standards for the care of laboratory animals. This is < 
forward step, but more effective and all-encompassin: 
legislation in this area is still needed. 

The past twelve months also were productive for the 
Animal Rescue League of Boston. Perhaps of majo.

6A in Brewster where this year a new small-animal she.- 


ter will be erected, thus making it possible for the Leagu= oe 


to better serve the animals of the Lower Cape.

problems at all. One of the most frequent mistakes made 
by well-meaning animal lovers is to pick up baby wild 
animals that appear to them to be abandoned. Wildlife 
experts agree that, in the vast majority of such cases, the 
mother is nearby and the infant animal’s best chance of 
survival is for it to be left alone. At best, man is a poor 
substitute in such circumstances. 

Once in a while, a call is received that is looked on 
with some skepticism. Such a call came last December 
to report that a sheep had suddenly appeared on the 
front lawn of a Cambridge home. 

When agents Searcy and Jewett arrived at the scene, 
there stood a woolly friend to greet them. He was 
brought to League headquarters for safekeeping. 

Later investigation disclosed that he was a member of 
the live animal Christmas exhibit on Boston Common. 
His sudden and unexplained appearance in Cambridge 
is strongly believed to have been the work of student 
pranksters. 

Another surprised caller phoned to say he had just 
seen a young pig running down a busy street in Boston. 
This report also proved to be true and, after a short 
chase, he was captured. He was later claimed by a man 
who had just purchased him for his farm and had lost 
him while passing through the city. 

The work of our ambulance agents is not always a 
pleasant task. In this respect we recall the urgent call 
for a dog which was crushed by an MBTA train, a cat 
caught in the fan belt of a car and a faithful dog standing 
guard over the body of his master who had been dead 
for several days. 

But pleasant or not, League agents are ready and 
capable to act when an animal needs a helping hand.

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e@ During the year our primary mission in the Lost & 
Found Department has been to try our utmost to find 
the rightful owners of lost pets. 

Our mission has now become a little more difficult due 
to the obvious increase of new pet owners in Metropolitan 
Boston and the apparent lack of knowledge of many 
owners relative to the proper licensing of dogs, and what 
agency they should contact in the event their pet becomes 
lost. Consequently, we feel that it is again necessary to 
advise dog owners that, if their dog is three months of 
age or older, by law the dog must be licensed in their 
community of residence. Dog licenses are issued by the 
City or Town Clerk, except in the City of Boston where 
they are obtained at the nearest Police Station. 

When we receive a licensed or tagged pet, our action 
to locate the rightful owner is immediate and relatively 
simple. We first attempt to contact the owner by tele- 
phone, and then resort to the means of Certified Mail 
if phone contact does not bring results. In any instance, 
the owner of a licensed or tagged pet can be assured that 
we will exhaust all means at our disposal to advise him 
that we have his pet in our Shelter. In the case of un- 
licensed pets, especially mixed breeds, we encourage 
personal visits to our Shelter by owners to look for their 
lost pets. It should be noted that the legal holding period 


for a stray animal is ten days, after which time the ani- 
mals are examined by one of our veterinarians to deter- 
mine their suitability for a new home. 

Notwithstanding our action here at the Animal 
Rescue League, pet owners residing outside of the City 
of Boston should always contact their local Dog Officer 
to attempt to locate their lost pet before contacting our 
department. In a number of instances, owners who have 
first contacted us, later found their pet was in the 
custody of their own local Dog Officer. This point brings 
up another matter of relative importance. If we record 
the description of a lost pet, we greatly appreciate being 
informed if the animal is found, in order that we may 
close out the appropriate lost animal descriptions that 
we maintain on a daily basis in a rather voluminous file 
for all of Metropolitan Boston. Conversely, finders of 
lost animals who have recorded a description of an 
animal with us should also advise us in the event they 
find the owner of the animal. 

In summary, we can only state that our greatest source 
of satisfaction comes from returning lost animals to their 
rightful owners. The more pets we return (and in 1966 
there were over 1,100), the happier we are, and the 
feeling of accomplishment, and the obvious satisfaction 
and joy on the part of the owner are definitely mutual.

AND QUARANTINE 


e@ The Inspection and Investigation Department again this 
year has covered thousands of miles to investigate all 
sorts of complaints. When not actively engaged with 
complaints, this department has continually kept a 
watchful eye with inspections of every possible place 
where animals are housed or used. Such locations as pet 
shops, kennels, riding stables, slaughterhouses, livestock 
auctions, agricultural fairs, pet shows, farms, zoos and 
individually owned animals of every description have 
come under our notice. 

Another important area of activity was the ever- 
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increasing investigation of nuisance complaints in con- 
nection with our contract work as Dog Officer for the 
City of Boston. 

To help curb the problems of licensed dogs running 
2t large and bothering people on the streets, we have 
‘nitiated a program whereby our agents obtain the 
‘icense numbers of such dogs and we then send a letter 
to the owners which explains the problem and requests 
‘he owner’s cooperation in voluntarily abating the 
nuisance. 

This procedure has met with surprising success in 
several areas of Boston. In many cases, it was basically a 
matter of the people being unaware and uninformed. 
The impact of a written notice has also played an impor- 
‘ant part in the results. 

In other instances, a personal visit by an inspector 
as required to obtain the desired results. Still others 
-quired the parties being disturbed to seek a restraining 
order. 

A cruelty case came to our attention last March in 
-hich a man from Brookline was putting out poison in 
is yard to try and rid his home of pigeons.

An interstate investigation concerning the shipment 
of horses occurred in April. The Connecticut Humane 
Society reported they had inspected a load of horses 
destined for a stable near Boston. A Connecticut veterina- 
rian had examined halter cuts on some of the horses’ 
heads and approved the continued trip with the under- 
standing they would have prompt treatment when they 
arrived in Boston. When our Inspector visited the local 
stable, he found that some of the horses were there but 
the rest had been sent to another stable in New Hamp- 
shire. Several visits were made to be certain that the 
horses delivered to Boston received proper attention. We 
also notified the New Hampshire S.P.C.A. so that they 
could inspect the balance of the horses. 

During the summer months, we frequently are notified 
of cases of apparent abandonment of pets. The usual 
report states that the owner has been away for several 
days and the animal is locked in the house without any 
attention. In most instances, the people have gone away 
on vacation and arranged with some friend or relative 
to care for the pet. Most arrangements of this type work 
well, but we have seen a few situations where the person 
responsible for the temporary care has either been lax 
in his duties or was not properly instructed in the 
animal’s needs. We would like to suggest that anyone 
who makes such arrangements be sure that the person 
who is to care for his pet is reliable and understands 
what is expected of him. It would also be wise for neigh- 
bors and the local police to be told of the arrangements 
and where the owner may be reached in case of an emer- 
gency. 

During the year, we received numerous complaints 
about the poor conditions in a rather large pet shop. 
Weekly visits were made for some time, but the situation 
still remained sad. At this point, the local health author- 
ities were contacted and a combined effort was started. 
This resulted in a marked improvement. 

One of the most pleasant jobs of our Inspectors was 
the delivering of 435 Christmas dinners to horses in 
eastern Massachusetts. This has been an annual Christ- 
mas observance for many years and both our staff and 
the horses still enjoy this mission of kindness. We also 
gave several warm blankets to the most needy horses. 

The constant vigil against rabies has been kept by our 
Quarantine Department throughout the year. This 
department has the task of examining and quarantining 
all animals reported to have bitten anyone in the City 
of Boston. Following this, the Inspector is required to 
make a second visit to examine the animal at the end of 
ten days and release the quarantine. 

We are happy to report again this year that not a 
single case of rabies was found.

@ Thinking back over the past year in the clinic, several 
cases come to mind which are a representative cross- 
section of what may be presented for treatment. 

One day last summer a rather large turtle, nestled in 
a blanket, was carefully placed on the examining table 
by one of three anxious small boys. The turtle had un- 
fortunately fallen from a third-story porch and his shell 
was broken in many places on the carapace and plastron 
as well as around the sides. Painstakingly the soft tissues 
which had been extruded through the broken shell were 
replaced, and the injured shell taped together until he 
looked like a patchwork quilt. The boys left with high 
hopes for their pet. 

Several times stray dogs were brought into the shelter 
with femoral fractures, thighs swollen and discolored 
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sharp edges of the severed bone. The union of the two 
bone fragments by means of a steel pin and additional 
support from an external splint brought relief from the 


and pain. After several days the dogs were 
bout, quite used to the bulky ‘“‘new” leg. 
Happily, several of these animals were claimed by their 
owners so that they did not go through all the pain and 
surgery for naught. 

A patient so tiny that it could be held in one hand — a 
canary — was brought to the clinic with one of its legs 
dangling due to a fracture at the hock joint. A minute 
splint was fashioned from tape and held the bird’s leg 
immobile to give the bones a chance to knit. After two 
weeks the splint was removed, but the bird’s activity 
was still limited for another week. Following this con- 
valescent period, it used the leg in a normal manner.

not as rewarding as those described above, since they 
involve instances of neglect. Owners who do not seek 
advice or treatment for a sick pet after a reasonable 
time lapse are as guilty of neglect as if they beat it or re- 
fused to give it food. 

We see pets which are not treated for digestive upsets 
until the watery stool has traces of blood or the animal 
cannot retain any of the food it ingests, if indeed it will 
eat anything. Broken legs are allowed to go without the 
benefit of X-ray or splint to suit the convenience of the 
callous owner. Dogs with severe tracheobronchitis cough 
and gag for a week or more before the owner has it ex- 
amined to try to get belated relief. 

Large deep lacerations do not go away by themselves, 
nor does the tongue of a dog have miraculous healing 
powers. Left unsutured these cuts become ugly, thick- 
ened areas which, when healed, leave large scars. Con- 
versely, if sutures are applied when the wound is fresh, 
the skin heals smoothly in a few days with much less 
chance of infection. 

Probably the most pathetic dogs are the ones suffering 
from distemper. There is so little which can be done for 
them once they have contracted this disease; the course 
is long, and the results of treatment most often disap- 
pointing. These pets are truly the victims of neglect since 
the preventive measure of vaccination is in most in- 
stances very effective. 

It is hoped that the pet owner will come to realize 
that animals, like people, should receive prompt diag- 
nosis and treatment for their ailments. If treated early 
in the course of a disease, there is a much better chance 
of recovery with far less suffering for the animal and less 
expense to the owner.

At series end we had enrolled over 2,200 youngsters as 
members of the Brother Buzz Club, a record, we are 
told, for any station telecasting the Brother Buzz series. 

Perhaps the hundreds of letters we received from both 
parents and children about “The Wonderful World of 
Brother Buzz” can best be summed up in one mother’s 
words. She wrote: 


‘Please send my two sons, age 6 and 4, member- 
ships to the Brother Buzz Club. And thank you so 
much for assuming children have minds that are 
capable of thinking, and offering them a program 
that captivates and also stimulates. 

‘Brother Buzz does both so effectively for such 
a wide age group. Now, since Brother Buzz, TV is 
encouraged rather than discouraged.” 


Even with the remarkable success of Brother Buzz, 
the League’s marionettes serve as our major educational 
undertaking. Last year nearly 30,000 children gained a 
better understanding of animals from our puppet shows 
which were put on 231 times in 74 Greater Boston schools. 
But our education program did not stop there, either. 
A three-week summer school was conducted at League 
headquarters; many school and scout groups were 
educationally entertained in our auditorium; and Be 
Kind to Animals Week properly celebrated.

@ An organized effort by the Animal Rescue League of 
Boston to prevent livestock losses has been actively car- 
ried on throughout the New England area since June 
30, 1936. The Eastern States Livestock Loss Prevention 
Association was formally organized on that date by 
former League President, Robert F. Sellar. Since then 
the name of the Association has been changed to New 
England Livestock Conservation, Inc., and an affiliation 
with Livestock Conservation, Inc., a national organiza- 
tion has evolved. 

For thirty years the Animal Rescue League of Boston 
has employed representatives who are dedicated to the 
prevention of suffering and the abuse of our livestock. 
The objectives are the same in 1967 as they were in 
1936. We strive through education to alleviate all suf- 
fering of livestock from birth to death. This educational 
program is carried to all segments of the livestock in- 
dustry through on-the-scene visits at which time we 
lecture and demonstrate economical and humane pro- 
cedures, make available printed information and pos- 
ters, use modern audio and visual presentations, and talk 
to individuals advising them of the proper and thrifty 
practices of livestock agriculture. 

A good picture of the scope of the League’s livestock 
conservation program can be gathered by reading a 
portion of our statistical report for the year 1966:

Our eight 
ear old standard poodle, Samantha, and seven year old 
sat, Bootsie, both adopted from the League’s Placement 
Department, are content to stay inside, enjoying the 
~varmth of the house. 

Pine Ridge is lovely now with its covering of white — 
sut it is beautiful at all seasons of the year. In the spring 
when the first buds appear and the grass begins to show 
its green, it takes on an entirely new appearance. Walking 
into the pet cemetery one is struck with its beauty, as 
Sr, elm and oak all reach skyward and beds of tulips 
color the ground. Here in this quiet setting are the graves 
of over 4,000 beloved pets, and the many markers 
proclaim the love and affection which they bestowed on 
their masters in all walks of life. Later in the spring, 
around Memorial Day, many of these little graves will be 
decorated with flowers as, in fact, some are throughout 
the year. 

And as spring merges into summer and summer into 
fall, the character of Pine Ridge changes also. There is 
now a golden hue as the trees proclaim their glory of 
color before the leaves drop, leaving bare sentinels to 
again prepare for the coming of winter. 

Through all four seasons the League’s Pine Ridge 
or Dedham Branch plays an important part in the 
League’s over-all services to pets and pet owners. It is 
here that bereaved owners come to bury their pet, or 
perhaps to have it cremated as the League also provides 
this service. To Pine Ridge, too, come people who for one 
reason or another must give up a pet, since Pine Ridge 
also serves as a receiving station for the League’s Head- 
quarters in Boston. And in days gone by it also was a 
rest farm for horses although today no horses are stabled 
here. 

No matter what time of year there is much work to be 
done. Fortunately, Superintendent Arthur Foster, his 
year-round assistant John Jenner and summer helper 
Ted Chamberlain take pride in their work and because 
of them Pine Ridge always looks its best. Lawns are 
fertilized and mowed, flowers are grown and cared for,

shrubs and trees are pruned and buildings maintained. 
Even as I write, I hear the snow plow, driven by Mr. 
Foster, keeping the long driveway open and the scraping 
of a shovel as Mr. Jenner clears a walk.

@ Daily our League staff is called upon to use its ingenuity. 
One day last December is an example. It seemed that 
two dogs decided to jump off a twenty-foot wall and take 
a walk along the mud flats of the North River. Two 
other dogs thought it looked like great fun, so they fol- 
lowed suit — and now there were four. 

The dogs had spent about two hours on the flats 
before they were noticed, and by now the tide had 
changed and the water started to get deep. There was 
no way out and with stone walls on both sides all they 
could do was to retreat to the end of the basin, which 
still proved to have them helplessly trapped. 

Two of the dogs used their “‘horse sense” and swam up 
river until they reached a grassy bank where they 
clambered up and disappeared — and now there were 
two, two, however, who wanted no part of swimming. 

Arriving at the scene, Agent William Bates managed 
to coax one of the dogs, a small one, over to the wall 
and went to work. Using his extension Ketch-All pole, 
he was able to slip the loop around the frightened dog 
and lift him out of his predicament, excited but unhurt. 
And now there was one — but one that weighed about a 
hundred pounds. Knowing he would need help, Agent 
Bates put in a call to the Salem Fire Department for 
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their ladder and manpower. Although the Fire Depar:- 
ment responded quickly, by the time they arrived ths 
remaining dog was just managing to keep his heac 
above water. Lowering the ladder into the river, a sline 
was tied around the dog, and with one man pushine 
and others pulling, the dog was hauled to safety. Wher 
Agent Bates removed the sling, the dog shook himself, 
barked a “‘thank you” and took off up the street as fast 
as four legs could carry him, apparently happily on his 
way home after a “day with the boys.” 

On another day Branch Superintendent Sherman Bates 
had another type of experience. A lady phoned she had a 
skunk in her cellar and couldn’t get it out. Mr. Bates 
responded to her plea for help, and arriving at the lady’s 
home set a humane trap in the cellar, baiting it with 
some meat which the lady had given him. Going up- 
stairs Mr. Bates waited — and sure enough in about ten 
minutes he heard the trap door spring closed. Covering 
the trap and his catch, a full-grown skunk, with a piece 
of canvas, Mr. Bates returned to the shelter. He had just 
arrived when the phone rang — the same lady calling 
to say she had just seen another skunk in her cellar. 

Back to the house went Mr. Bates. This time he put a 
few pieces of meat on the cellar floor and quietly seated 
himself on the stairs. In a few minutes, two baby skunks 
appeared and began sniffing the meat. Getting a cat 
carrier from the ambulance, Mr. Bates returned to the 
cellar and, using the meat, began to make friends with 
the babies. Then, mother skunk appeared from behind a 
trunk and seeing Mr. Bates feeding her little ones de- 
cided he was a friend and joined the group. Gently Mr. 
Bates picked them up and placed them in the carrier. 
Returning to the shelter for the second time, he re- 
united ‘““mama’”’ and the two babies with “‘papa’”’ whom 
he had caught earlier. When night came, Mr. Bates took 
the family out behind our shelter and released them and 
with ‘“‘papa”’ skunk leading the little family disappeared 
into the woods adjoining the League property. 

In the past year the Sheldon Branch has placed 465 
animals in new homes. We have received numerous let- 
ters telling how satisfied and pleased the new owners 
are with their pets. To our astonishment, though, we 
still have countless numbers of people coming to our 
shelter who are unaware that pets are available for 
adoption at the Sheldon Branch. 

This year we will need literally hundreds of new homes 
for our unwanted pets. In exchange for this new part- 
nership all that we can promise you is the faithfulness 
and undying loyalty of an exuberantly happy pet.

CAPE COD 
BRANCH 


@ Ihe year 1966 is over. For the League’s Cape Cod Branch 

- was a good year. Of major import was the purchase by 
‘ne League of property on Route 6A in Brewster and the 
‘cart of construction of a new animal shelter there. When 
-ompleted in the Summer of 1967, it will be a fine ad- 
ition to the League’s growing work for animals. 

Our Cape Agent, Donald Westover, thought of 1966 
2s a good year, too. In Don’s own words: 

“Cape Cod is now very quiet and sedate. Really, it is 
recuperating from the masses of people who gather here 
=ach summer to visit the National Seashore Park and to 
-ask on our lovely beaches. Writing this today as the 
snow softly drifts down here in Provincetown, it is un- 
seemly to be thinking about summer, but that is our 
Dusiest time. Last year I travelled about 18,000 miles 
and handled approximately 2,100 birds and animals. 
This proves the theory that not all people forget the ani- 
mal kingdom and that most are sympathetic to our work. 

“During the year I have had visitors from many parts 
>i this country and from other parts of the world, as far 
away as Pakistan and India. I am delighted to greet 
‘rese people at our shelter and to exchange ideas with 
‘ne hope that sometime I, too, might travel to other 
snelters and other parts of the world to see the work 
><ing done there. I find that through the exchange of 
-ceas and thoughts I can always learn something new, 

seful and of benefit to the Society which we serve. 

“T am finding that the Park Rangers stationed here are 

“¢ finest people and also the most helpful. Being only 
“ne person, I can be in only one place at a time, but now 
ur service to wildlife is supplemented by the Rangers.

edge of the pond the deer would not venture out and so 
this project was completed and a possible catastrophe 
averted. This kind of cooperation can only increase the 
League’s humane service to animals, and I hope that it 
will continue. 


“Thinking about all of the visitors to the Cape brings 
to mind a problem that usually confronts any resort area 
and that is lost or stray animals. We are fortunate that 
the Cape is bordered by water on three sides and so the 
lost or stray animals are confined to a limited area. 
This makes it easier to pick them up and protect them 
from the natural hazards that befall a lost, confused pet. 
I find, too, that the pet usually does not carry enough 
identification to easily find his owner, thus making 
it a much longer period between reunion of the pet and 
the owner. The expense, heartbreak and work of this 
reunion could be expedited by the fastening of all proper 
tags and identification to the animal’s collar and the 
proper attention that should be paid to all animals while 
travelling in strange areas. 

“I think a few simple rules followed while travelling 
can make your trip much happier and cause less strain 
while vacationing: 

(1) Never let your pet run at large when you are away 
from home. 

(2) Always carry a leash or carrier cage to control 
your pet. 

(3) Never leave your pet in a car for any period of time 
in the summer; the temperature in the car can rise 
to 115° in a very short time, and your pet could 
suffocate while you are shopping or relaxing on the 
beach. 

(4) If you lose your pet, please notify the police or the 
local humane society at once. 

“These four simple rules can save your pet and make 
for a better trip for both of you. 

“Here in Provincetown I look forward to another busy 
summer in 1967 and hope that many of you reading 
this will stop in and say ‘hello’ to me and visit the shelter 
here. Perhaps I may have on hand just the ‘friend’ for 
which you have been looking.”
